In the third century of the second calendar, after the chaos of the inter-galactic wars, a powerful 
dictatorship has risen to dynamic proportions and engulfed most of the populated worlds. Liberty 
has become a crime punishable by death and the majority of the population lives in a drug- 
induced state of docility. Society is strictly structured from the elite Aloha grades to the menial 
Deltas—with rewards apportioned accordingly in return for total obedience. This tyrannical 
authority fulfills George Orwell’s prophecy of 1984 to its most terrifying extremes. This 
government is known as the Federation. 


Each world has its share of rebels who either turned to crime or the Resistance. Through 
corruption and payoffs, the larger criminal organizations are allowed to exist because they pose 
no real opposition to the Federation. The Resistance movement is unorganized and comprised of 
small, persistent groups who constitute enough of a threat to warrant termination If caught. 


This is the story of one such group of rebels, led by a man named Blake. His name has become 
the symbol of hope and freedom against oppression throughout the entire movement. His group 
is largely composed of escaped convicts, thieves and smugglers, who are thrown together by 
chance. While on his way to the penal colony of Cygnus Alpha, following a fixed trial, Blake 
meets fellow outcasts Jenna, Vila, Avon and Gan. Together, they make their escape, and in the 
alien starship, Liberator, begin their soace odyssey, opposing the Federation whenever and 
wherever possible. On the planet Saurian Major, Cally is recruited, and counting the ship's 
computer, Zen, the original seven were complete. 


Blake’s 7 is a continuing saga with many engaging twists and turns in its stories. It is a 
combination of ‘‘The Magnificent Seven” and “The Dirty Dozen’”’ set in space. Unlike most 
series, where the main characters always win in the end and live to see another adventure, 
the fates of the characters of Blake’s 7 are always in doubt. An unforeseen ae 
danger can easily result in the untimely death of one of the lead roles,

Dr. Who, purveyor of justice and fair play in the galaxy, is a Time Lord on a self- 
appointed mission to restore order and act as a guardian of peace. His fair play is 
exemplified by his practice of only seeing good in beings until evil is evident. The 
Doctor began this mission after becoming bored with the orderly and systemitized way 
of life of his people on the Time Lord planet of Gallifrey. 


The Doctor's means of transport is a TARDIS, or time machine, which he takes without 
permission and without being fully trained in its use. This therefore increases the 
inevitability of the Doctor's adventures as the machine becomes very temperamental 
and unreliable. The TARDIS has the ability to blend into each locality but even the 
control for this has never worked, explaining, therefore, its external appearance as a 
police box which has never changed.

JON PERTWEE: THE THIRD DOCTOR (years 1968-1974) 


SE Born of a family steeped in theatrical tradition, Jon Pertwee, the third Dr. 
, Who, successfully capitalized on his wonderful sense of humor to 

. become an accomplished comedic stage and movie actor. When offered 
the part of Dr. Who, Pertwee was given a chance to combine his acting 
ability with his love for flamboyance and gadgetry. Thus involved the 
Doctor of fast cars, showmanship and confidence who traveled in his 
Whomobile while defending Earth from evil aliens and injustice.

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COLIN BAKER: THE SIXTH DOCTOR (years 1984-present) 


Although it’s hard to say which Doctor haa the most colorfui personality, 
there is no question that Baker's Doctor has the most colorful costume. 
In his brief tenure as the Doctor, he has already encountered his second 
regeneration (Patrick Troughton), and has done battle with two of his 
most infamous foes, the Cybermen and the Master. 


NICOLA BRYANT: PERI BROWN (years 1984-present) 


Perpugilliam Brown or Peri for short is an American siudent who meets 
the sixth Doctor on a Mediterranean holiday and becomes his 25th and 
newest companion. 


ANTHONY AINLEY: THE MASTER (years 1981-present) 


Consistent with some family background in drama, Anthony Ainley 
continued the tradition by evidencing early ona natural talent for acting. 
With experience in stage, film and TV productions Ainley was an 
impressive addition to the Dr. Who cast. Nevertheless it was no small 
task to assume the role of the sinister, regenerated Master. The Master, 
as archrival to the Doctor, is dedicated to the perpetuation of evil, yet 
his suave and charming manner conceal that most evil and villainous 
nature. The Master and the Doctor are ~— intelligent and ingenious 
but are bent on opposite goals. 


JANET FIELDING: TEGAN (years 1981-1984) 


After education in her homeland of Australia and work in several theatre 
companies, Janet Fielding came to England and eventually to Dr. Who. 
Her character, Tegan Jovanka, is also Australian; a stewardess who 
accidentally wanders into the TARDIS when it is in England for repairs. 
Tegan ultimately becomes the strong-willed and impulsive companion of 
both the fourth and fifth Doctors. She is much more aggressive than any 
of the earlier companions but her character gradually warms up to the 
people in the TARDIS. 


CAROL ANN FORD: SUSAN FOREMAN (years 1963-1964) 


Carol holds the distinction of being the Doctor’s very first companion, his 
granddaughter Susan Foreman. Though not fully explained, it was 
believed her character came to earth from another planet, assuming the 
identity of a young schoolgirl. She shared numerous adventures with the 
Doctor until they parted company in the twenty-second century. There 
she stayed after helping defeat ‘‘The Dalek Invasion of Earth.’’ She 
reprised her role as Susan in the twentieth anniversary special, ‘‘The 
Five Doctors.” 


JOHN LEVENE: SERGEANT BENTON (years 1968-1975) 


John Levene started with Dr. Who as merely one of several soldiers. | 
However, as his popularity increased, the part of Sergeant Benton was 
built up and he became one of the few regular soldiers who became a 
full-time member of the U.N.I.T. force. Benton, skilled in discipline, 
weapons and military techniques, had implicit faith in the Doctor and 
followed his far-fetched commands without question. 


TERRY WALSH: DR. WHO STUNTMAN 


Terry Walsh started off with an army career, couldn’t settle down and 
eventually drfited into the film business. His first stunt job was on Doctor 
Who with William Hartnell. He worked regularly as stunt double to Jon 
Pertwee. The last three years he has been doing Robin of Sherwood as 
stunt coordinator and also works as second unit director. He believes that 
he has actually done more Dr. Who’s than anyone else!
